The dramatic announcement of Julie Tang?'s 
candidacy_ for the SF board of Supervisors is yet 
another welcome news in the annal of Chinese 
American participation in the political process， 
following the appointment of Tom Hsieh to the 
Same board 1last week by Mayor Dianne Feinstein. 


Not only did her .announcement attract consid- 
erable attention in the media，her entry immedi- 
ately ilgnited political excitement throughout the 
city 工 wice elected to the SF Community College 
board with the highest number of votes，Tang's 
entry made her instantly a_ serious challenger and 
a candidate not to be ignored. In addition，she 
has already demonstrated her ability to mobilize 
Significant political and financial backings from 
major Segments of SF voting population. 


Some may question the wisdom of her decision 
on the ground that her candidacy will dilute 
community Support of William Gee and reduce 
the chance of a Chinese American getting elected 
in 3a citywide contest. Others suggest that the 
electorate in SF will not or is not ready to 
tolerate 3a Second Chinese American on the board 
and on the November ballot. 


We dilsagree with these perspectives. FEirst，we 
think it is high time for more Chinese Americans 
to enter electoral politics and articulate forcefully 
the concerns of not only the Chinese American 
community but also issues affecting all San 
Franciscans，Chinese or not. Secondly，if the 
Irish，Jewish and Black communities in the City 
can have more than one or two representatives on 
the board of supervisors，there is no legal or 
political basis to discourage Chinese Americans 
from having more than one Supervisor or candi- 
date. As recently as two-and-a-half decades 3ag0， 
the overwhelming majority of the 11-member 
board was Irish and the duly elected board was 
tolerated though hardly representative.， When 
Dianne Feinstein tried to be the second woman， 
on the board 15 years ago0，She had to overcome 
the presumed voter intolerance for a second . 
female Supervisor. Thirdly，as long as the. 
Chinese American population continues to increase 
each year，it is inevitable that this population， 
that has been investing heavily its future in the. 
city at the time when other ethnic groups have 
been deserting it，will want a fair and equal 
participation in shaping its future.

We therefore see Tang's candidacy as a major 
step forward in the_ community”'s quest for full 
participation in government. If there is racial 
intolerance Or backlash，we need to overcome，not 
to retreat from it and to make Chinese American 
particlipation a permanent feature in all aspects 
of SFE political 1life. What's more important is 
that we must make Sure that the candidates we 
promote are qualified，credible and electable， 
regardless .of ethnicity or gender.

At the meeting， it was 
decided to form a Chincese 
Nursing Home Society and 
begin raising funds to 
Purchase or lease Such a 
facility. 

The idea came closer to 
reality when the Keiro Nurs- 
ing Home， near Seattle"s 
International District， agreed 
toO lease their 63-bed facility 
t0 the Chinese group starting 
in June 1987， At that time， 
the Keliro Nursing Home will 
move to a new，larger build- 
ing. The Chinese Nursing 
Home Society decided to 
rename the building Kin On， 
whlich means "peaceful and 
healthy.” 


STARTUP COSTS 


More than $150,000 of the 
$500,000 startup costs have 
already been raised by volun- 
teer fundraisers， including 
Maria Koh，a Shanghai-born 
nutritionist who visited the 
E/W office 1last week to talk 
about the project.

“We went to the Six Companies and asked them t6 help 
us buy instruments.

“Every day we studied music and in about three months 
we played pretty good.
